In opening his address Dr. Paul 


D. Moody, referred to a statement § 


made by Mr, Park, who said, in 
connection with his installation 
that “I am a minister and want 
my influence to be in the D. L. 
Moody tradition.” Dr. Moody 
atreased the influence that North- 
field has exerted upon the re- 
Ngious life of this country, espe- 
cially through the summer con- 
ferences, 


“To the founder of these 
schools,” Dr. Moody went on to 
say, “the preaching of the gospel 
was central, always. That came 
first. Education was a means to-an 
end. It was always secondary. It 
was never a substitute. Religion 
should dominate and color educa- 
tion. Yet it must not be sectar- 
ian, It must be intelligent, not 
mere emotion. 

“Out of the awareness of his 
own need in preaching, grew these 
schools, but it was to furnish 
Christian men and women with 
that which would increase their 
usefulness and which he felt he 
missed, that. he buijt. And that is 
why William Park is right in keep- 
ing to the forefront of his mind 
and to the forefront of this occa- 
sion the fact that he is a minister 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. He

Insurance Rates 1941 
Show But Little Change 
Autoists To Pay $17.30 


According to a tentative sched- 
ule, made public by the State In- 
surnace Commissioner, Charles 
Harrington, last week, there will 
‘tbe but few changes in the auto- 
mobile insurance rates for 1941. 
Northfield is in the 16th district 
and its rate is to be $17.30, the 
same as last year. Only six com- 
munities in western Massachusetts 
will have changed 1941 rates, 
three paying more and three less. 
Boston and Revere will pay $53.74 
and Chelsea will again have the 
highest rate in the state, $69.80. 
Because there has not been a 
greater reduction in the rates, 
State Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Frank A. Goodwin has said: ‘‘Not- 
withstanding a great decrease in 
the number of accidents and a 
subatantial increase in revenue to 
insurance companies as the result 
of increased registration, rates re- 
main just the same. Mathematics 
may be all right, but rate making 
is very peculiar.” 

Mr. Harrington, in announcing 
the new rates, continued the poli- 
cy he established for 1940 in set- 
ting a flat rate for all cars in each 
territory regardless 
classification. 

In Franklin county, the town 
of Deerfield has a rate higher than 
all the other communities of 
$19.40.

HIS MISTAKE 


Adolf Hitler made a sad psy- 
chological mistake when he engin- 
eered the recent treaty between 
Germany, Japan and Italy. He un- 
derestimated the courage of the 
American people, 

The mistake is not new. Kaiser 
Wilhelm II did the same thing in 
the first World War. He ordered 
unrestricted submarine warfare 
and tried to dictate the terms un- 
der which the United States coukd 
send its ships on the high seas. In 
doing so, he finally pushed Ameri- 
ca into the fight—with disastrous 
results to himself, 

Hitler apparently failed to pro- 
fit by the error of the Emperor. 
He did not remember that Ameri- 
cans dislike being pushed around, 
and that they do not scare easily. 
For that reason, his newest treaty 
may turn out to be a bovmrerang. 

The treaty separaed the sheep 
from the goats, and the American 
people now realize, with crystal 
clearness, that their destiny is 
intertwined with the British.
